VANDALS ARE ACTIVE 


Republic Steel Workers 


In 
Bitter 
Clash 


With Strikers 


Cleveland—<.7>—Four hundred po- 


licemen stood guard today in Cleve- 
land's steel strike riot area to bring 
peace—temporarily, at least—after 
one of the worst nights of violence 
in this city's history. 


Republic Steel 
Corp. 
workers 


clashed with strikers and sympathi- 
zers near Republic's Corrigan-Mc- 
Kinney plant where one man was 
killed y&terday. 


Clubs, pick-axes, iron pipes and 


other weapons came crashing down 
upon the heads of workers and 
pickets alike. 


A union headquarters was wreck- 


ed. Glass crashed in dozens of motor 
cars. 


A wave of vandalism, spasmodic 


for several weeks, swelled over 
other sections of the city. Newly 
painted houses, finished without 
benefit of union approval, were 
sprayed with stain. 


Windows Smashed 


Windows were smashed in homes 


of steel workers and operations of 
knit mills where CIO and A. F. of 
L. unions are engaged in a judis- 
dictional fight. 


Police forced a crowd at the Cor- 


rigan—McKinney Steel will back 
two blocks from one of its main 
entrances, and the morning change 
of shifts took place with little vio- 
lence except one or two cases of 
stone tossing. 


For several hours last night riot- 


ing near the plant sent more than 
60 persons to hospitals and doctors 
to obtain treatment for head wounds 
and other injuries. 


The night-time rioting was the 


third outbreak in 24 hours: two 
score persons were injured in clash- 
es at two changes of shifts yester-

Night of Violence 


Starting shortly after dark, the 


night fighting raged until after 1 
a. m.. with more than 60 persons in- 
jured, 100 or more automobiles 
damaged, shots fired, 
tear gas 


bombs thrown, and clubs wielded 
so indiscriminately that often, po- 
lice said, members of the 
two 


groups were fighting their own 
men. 


At li o'clock p. m. about 500 


workers 
identifying 
themselves 


with white arm bands, rushed out 
of the Independence road gate of 
the Corrigan-McKinney plant at- 
tacking a group of about 100 pick- 
ets. witnesses said. 


The 
pickets 
fled 
before 
the 


workers. 
but 
occasionally 
one 


would attempt to grab a club or 
other weapon from a worker, and 
a fight would start. 


Every available policeman was 


ordered to the scene as reports 
spread that all the .workers in the 
plant were to come out and attack 
the crowd of sympathizers. 


Workers Turned Back 


Nearly 200 workers did start to- 


ward the spot where police held 
back sympathizers, but turned back.

the plant was wrecked by a band of 
worker?.

Ford Attorney 


Hits Treatment 


At Labor Probe 


Accuses Board's Examiner 


Of Treating Him 'Like 


A Horse Thief 


Detroit—tr>—Louis J. 
Colombo, 


Sr., attorney for the Ford Motor 
Co., today accused Trial Examiner 
John T. Lindsay of the national 
labor relations board of "treating 
me like a horse thief" at a hearing 
on a complaint charging the com- 
pany with unfair labor practices. 


Colombo, shouting loudly, assert- 


ed Lindsay was "permitting Ford 
company witnesses to be bull-dozed 
and entrapped" on cross examina- 
tion. 


The clash interrupted Denis F~ 


McKinney. Ford plant foreman, who 
was giving additional testimony in- 
tended to support the company's in- 
tention that several employes be- 
longing to the United Automobile 
workers were discharged because 
of "deliberately planned 
ineffici- 


ency"—not because of union activ- 
ity. 


Laurence A. Knapp. NLRB at- 


torney, asked McKinney: 
. "Isn't it a fact that the pretext j 
for firing was gazing off into 
space?" 


Objection Overruled 


Colombo objected but was over- 
ruled by Lindsay. 


"I am going to talk about this 


here and now." Colombo declared. 
"The NLRB counsel has no right to 
abuse this witness." 


Lindsay, flushed and tense, rose 


from his chair and moved toward 
the right of the courtroom dais. 


"Strike that last remark from the 
record." he ordered. 


Rejecting Colombo's protest to the 


remark being stricken. Lindsay told 
the attorney, "you have been "given 
every courtesy. Mr. Colombo." and 
there is no reason for your atti- 
tude." 


"Courtesy!" Colombo exclaimed. 


"I have been treated like a horse 
thief rather than an officer of the 
court. My objections have been 
made for thc purpose of obtaining 
justice." 


Start Discussions on 


Revision of Contract 


Detroit 
Representatives of 


General Motors Corp. and the Unit- 
ed Automobile Workers of America 
opened discussions today looking 
to revision of the contract that end- 
ed a prolonged strike last winter. 


As a prerequisite to negotiations 


on union demands, the corporation 
has demanded guarantees of relief 
from a series of "wildcat" strikes 
that followed the signing of the 
contract. 


In an exchange of letters between 


the two parties last month the un- 
ion gave notice, of its current de- 


nd,^ The ^correspondence was not 


made public. The corporatioiv-how- 
ever, has insisted that no 
new 


agreement can be reached until 
satisfactory assurance are given by 
the union that it will prevent in- 
terruptions in production and un- 
authorized strikes. 


Oconomowoc, Ws.— av- Postmas- 


ter General James A. Farley said 
today the "Democratic party has 
kept the pledge to the American 
people to clear away the wreckage 
of the depression, to bring about re- 
covery, and to wrest control of the 
affairs of government from selfish 
and self-centered minorities."

"It is only natural for those who 


have been driven from authoritv to 
yearn for the old place at the coun- 
sel table, to wish for the downfall 
of the administration in power, and 
to interpret each little happening 
as an indication that the electorate 
is preparing once again to give 
them the reins of government," 
Farley said. "The reactionary ele-

The teacher's tenure law passed 


by the 1937 legislature becomes ef- 
fective on August 1, and 
within 


five years from that date will guar- 
tee job security to every public 
school teacher in Wisconsin. The 
law provides that after a probation- 
ary period of five years, no school 
board can dismjss any teacher with- 
out just cause, and that any dis- 
missed teacher may demand a pub- 
lic hearing to air the cause of his 
dismissal. 


The statute covers all teachers in 


the public schools with the excep- 
tion of those in Milwaukee and 
the University of Wisconsin, where 
tenure systems have already been 
established. 


Protects Teachers 


While there is a doubt in some 


quarters that the Wisconsin tenure 
law is as well written as those of 
some other states, O. H. Plenzke, 
secretary of the Wisconsin Educa- 
tion association, which fathered the 
statute, hailed it here yesterday as 
a means of protecting 
academic 


freedom and protection of teachers 
"against the spiteful whims of em- 
ployers who use discharging pow- 
ers arbitrarily. 


"The Wisconsin law provides ade- 


quate 
protection 
against 
unfit 


teachers by its five-year probation- 
ary period. Acquisition of tenure 
status, 
moreover, does 
not 
en- 


trench the holder if there is just 
cause for dismissal.

"In these days of mass conflict,
